HE LOST THE TRAIL. 


A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE IN THE 
ARIZONA DESERT. 

Miner Wanilers Absut in Search of 
Some Mark to Guide Him Until He 
Becomes Insane from Thirst — Rescued 
by Cattlemen. 

It was in the summer of 1877, and 
Mr. Porterie was working at the Grand 
Gulch copper iniue on Grand Wash, as 
it is now called, north of the Colorado 
in the Supai plateau in the northwest¬ 
ern part of the territory. The mines 
were being worked by a Mormon com¬ 
pany from St. George, Utah. The com¬ 
pany could not get the proper fluxes for 
its ore, and therefore did not make a 
success of the enterprise. It closed 
down the mine, and all who were em¬ 
ployed there wanted to go back to 
Utah except Mr. Porterie, who desired 
to come south into Central Arizona. 

He knew there was a good road down 
the Virgin River and to Mineral Park, 
but it was some distance west of Grand 
Wash and over a desert country he had 
never traversed and was not familiar 
with. He was taken up into a high 
mountain by an old man named Pierce 
and shown the general direction of the 
road to the Virgin River. He was told 
where he could And water half way 
along the trail, at a well-known spring.

He was, ' 
oh, so thirsty! it seemed as if his 
throat was literally on'fire, and he was * 
aching all over his body. He tried every * 
method he knew of moistening his 1 
throat, but the relief was but teinpor- 1 
ary. He tore open the cactus plants 1 
and everything that gave promise of 
containing the slightest bit of moisture, 
but ids thirst seemed to he an ever-in- 1 
creasing one. He could think of noth¬ 
ing but water. 

Finally, as his strength gave way. 
t, pleasant dreams began to flit through 
bis mind. He fancied he saw Niagara 
Falls and the vastness of the rapids 
below them. Then he seemed to face 
the broad expanse of a great fresh 
water lake. He could not see across it.
